NEW DELHI—In a city where 
more 
than 
a 
thousand 
desper­ 
ate persons daily scav enge the 
stenchful Badli gaibage dumps in 
search of some object, some but­ 
tons, some slight thing of v alue 
to sell for an anna (one and one- 
half pennies) with which to buy 
food, it is strange to run into 
codes of discipline and moral per­ 
suasion that make the workers of 
India a most moderate, under­ 
standing. though suffering people. 
It is not conceiv able here that 
men would shut down by strikes, 
factories, s h i p ya r d s , defense 
plants and other installations v i­ 
tal to their land. They fight for 
bread, yes. I hav e been here while 
street sweepers hav e struck.
